I«  situated  on  the  wnl  bank  of  the  Illinois  River,  about  midway  between  Chicago  and  8t 
Louis,  and  ii  admitted  on  all  hands  to  be  the  most  beautiful  city  in  the  west      The  river, 
opposite  the  city,  expands  into  what  is  known  as  Peoria  Lake — varying  from  three-fourths 
to  a  mile  and  three  -fourth*  in  width — and  noted  from  the  earliest  discoveries  for  its  quiet 
beauty  and  delightful  seen* 

The  town  lies  stretched  along  the  river  for  a  distance  of  some  two  mile*,  and  extends 
back,  up  a  gentle  slope,  for  nearly  a  mile,  at  which  distance  rises  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
ful bluffs  in  '  f.  This  bluff  is  covered  for  the  most  part  with  magnificent  and 
thrifty  young  timber,  and  lined  with  luxuriant  verdure,  and  has  been  selected  by  many  of 
the  wealthy  cititm*  of  Peoria  as  the  sites  of  elegant  and  costly  resides***. 

The  streets  of  Peoria  have  been  laid  out  with  great  care.  They  are  wide  and  regular, 
for  the  most  part  crossing  each  other  at  right  angles.  They  are  lined  with  ample  side- 
walks— mostly  brick  ;  and  many  of  (hem  shaded  by  trees  which  are  being  extended  from 
year  to  year. 

The  town  is  one  of  the  healthiest  in  the  west.  It  kg  not  subject  to  epidemics,  and  the 
fever  and  ague,  which  prevent*  many  aaatecn  people  from  eaugnUipg  to  a  new  country, 
is  scarcely  knoavn  her*,  except  in  name. 

The  country  on  the  opposite  side  of  Peoria  from  the  river,  for  several  miles  bacV 
•let  of  a  delightful  grove,  underlaid  with  immense  nines  of  coal.     <>n  the  city   side,  the 
country  eitending  back  fmm  the  bluff,  is  a  rich,  old-eevUed  and  highly-cultivated  prairie. 

It  can  be  asserted  without  exaggeration,  uo  city  in  Illinois  or  the  entire  west,  can  pre- 
sent greater  attraction  in  the  way  of  nature  scenery,  than  pr  lit  Her  rucr,  hrr  lake, 
her  bluif  and  groves,  form  s  combination  of  beaaties  not  to  be  excelled.  This  is  admitted 
on  all  bands,  by  strangers  v:  ria,  and  by  the  inhabitants  of  rival  cities,  who  ad- 

mit no  more  than  they  axe  actually  forced  to  do.     Its  advantages  as  a  place  of  business 
and  bone,  may  be  gleaned  from  the  following  pages.

Mr.  Pulsifer  intends  enlarging  his  yanl  t<j 
about  tliree  times  its  present  fiz?,  so  that 
lie  can  manufacture  ten  millions  of  brick  au- 
ually.  H>i  is  likewise,  about  to  commencd 
the  manufacture  of  pressed  brick.  Having 
the  same  kind  of  machine  that  is  used  in  tbt 
manufacture  of  the  Springfield  pressed- 
brick,  he  hopes  to  bo  able  to  compete  with 
that  city  in  the  quality  of  his  article,  and  to 
drive  the  Springfield  brick  from  our  market. 

Mr.  I'ulsil'er  uses  t lie  lower  clay  of  the 
bank  which  is  some  eight  feet  deep,  and  mix- 
ing it  witli  tho  sand  that  is  found  on  every 
hand  below  the  bluffs,  produces  a  superior 
article  of  brick. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoi  ig  sketch  that 
Mr.  Polsifer  will  accomplish  his  griding  at 
a  reduced  expense. 

At  present  he  is  taking  out  the  clay-bank 
on  a  line  with  Hamilton  street,  so  as  to  extend 
that  street  over  the  bluff.     It  will  be  a  great 


'improvement,  inasmuch  as  the  street  will  be 
reduced  -  >  us  to  rest  on  the  bed  of  gravel 
that  underlies  the  clay,  making  a  fine  and 
solid  road  bod  tho  year  round,  and  of  such 
.  grade  that  a  horse  can  trot  with  a 
the  entire  ascent  with  case.  Af- 
ter grading  the  street*,  lots  will  be  graded  on 
each  ride  and  put  in  the  market. 

The  advantages  claimed  by  Mr.  Pulsifer's 
operation  arc  these:  An  u'.m  lei  uniform 
ascent  will  be  gained  from  tho  river  to  tho 
,topoftho  bluff;  the  lots  on  Mr.  Pulsifer' s 
land  will  be  equalized  in  value,  giving  every 
occupant  a  view  of  the  city  below  him  ;  it 
will  add  to  the  regularity  and  beauty  of  the 
eitj  in  that  section.

Veoria  is  possessed,  for  a  city  of  her  size, 
of  a  very  efficient  fire  department,  number- 
ing three  engines,  a  book  Uld  ladder  appa- 
ratus, and  111  firemen.  It  lias,  in  addition 
to  the  river  from  which  \o  draw  its  water  in 
case  of  fires,  five  public  cisterns,  located  at 
convenient  points,  :u.d  holding  oOOU  barrels 
of  water.  These  cisterns  arc  fed  by  springs 
from  the  blutf,  and  arc  always  kept  full. 

There  is  a  city  ordinance  providing  that 
within  a  certain  district,  embracing  the  bus- 
iness portion  of  the  city,  no  wooden  build- 
ings shall  hereafter  be  erected;  and  this, 
with  other  precautions,  has  rendered  Peoria 
more  free  from  destructive  fires  than  almost 
any  city  in  the  West. 

The  city  is  possessed  of  an  effective  police 
force,  both  day  and  night,  and  crimes  are  of 
rare  occurrence.  Good  care  is  taken  of  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  city.  We  have  a 
board  of  health;  "and  a  public  hospital, loca- 
ted on  the  outskirts,  where  the  best  of  atten- 
tion is  paid  to  those  who  may  become  its  in- 
mates. 

There  are  five  military  companies  in  the 
city,  two  American,  two  German,  and  one 
Irish,  and  all  in  a  good  state  of  discipline 
and  a  prosperous  condition.

There  are  four  daily  papers  published  in 
the  city,  three  English  and  one  German,  em- 
bracing three  different  shades  of  politics. 
The  Illinois  Teacher,  a  monthly  journal,  is 
also  published  here. 

We  intended  to  have  given  a  synopsis  of 
and  sonio  statistics  in  regard  to  the  trade  of 
the  city,  but  have  been  prevented.  Suffice 
it  to  say  that  Peoria  is  well  supplied  in  every 
department,  and  each  doing  a  safe  and  relia- 
ble businc-s.  even  though  it  is  hard  times. 
Our  dry  goods  stores  are  supplied  with  all 
ithe  latest  styles  of  eastern  and  foreign  mar- 
kets; our  booksellers  and  periodical  dealers 
famish  the  latest  publications  :  the  stores  ot* 
our  provision  dialers  aro  filled  with  all  the 
delicacies  of  the  market;  and  we  have  every- 
thing to  conduce  to  the  comfort  and  well  be- 
ing of  a  thriving  community.  Our  hotels 
are  excellent,  our  people  hospitable,  gener- 
ous and  enterprising;  our  location  healthy, 
and  our  scenery  such  as  makes  Peoria  the 
hand-omest  and  most  attractive  city  in  the 
Great  V>

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NEW    BUILDINGS. 


It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  late  financial  re- 
vulsion of  our  country,  and  the  short  crops 
Of  this  section  for  two  years  past,  have  had 
their  effect  upon  the  business  interests  a 
ria;  but,  wo  can  say  with  truth,  that  she 
has  suffered  as  little  as  any  place  of  her  size 
in  the  Union,  if  not  less.  There  is  no  place 
where  less  property  is  owned  by  foreign  cap- 
italists ;  nnd  no  place  where  the  local  pro- 
perty-holders are  so  free  from  embarrassment 
from  foreign  creditors.  During  the  whole  of 
the  hard  times,  not  a  half  dozen  failures  oc- 
curred among  us,  small  and  great.  The  op- 
erations of  trade  and  manufactures  Buffered 
curtailment;  but  it  was  only  a  temporary 
intliction.  Already  with  truo  elastic  force, 
both  trade  and  manufactures  arc  springing 
back  to  their  former  prosperous  condition, 
while  all  the  signs  of  the  times  indicate  that 
a  greater  impetus  will  be  given  to  the  pro- 
gress of  our  city  than  ever  before. 

As  one  of  these  signs,  wc  refer  to  the  num- 
ber of  new  buildings  in  process  of  erection 
in  Peoria — a  greaternumber  than  ever  known 
at  one  time  before.  And  they  are  not  in-i^- 
nifioant  buildings  ;  but  substantial  and  costly 
structures.  We  append  s  sketch  of  the  va- 
rious buildings  now  going  up,  remarking 
that  the  list  will  probably  be  doubled  by  the 
time  the  year  is  out. 

1.  Peoria  Marine  &  FirclnsuranccCo.  Large 
iron-front  structure  on  Main  street,  between 
Washington  and  Adams  street.  This  build- 
ing will  be  twenty  feet  front  by  seventy-two 
feet  deep,  three  stories  high,  and  basement.
